/', Announcement of the meeting 
came from Mr. Rockefeller’s of- 
tice, with the release of the text 
of a telegram sent by him today 
loathe, commission's members. 
Tire i commission, which was es- 
'tabhshed by President Ford on 
Sunday, was directed , to inves- 
tigate allegations that the 
C,I.A. .had violated its charter 
by engaging in domestic sur- 
veillance activities during the 
the nineteen-sixties. 

Mr. Rockefeller, in his tele- 
gram, said that “Mr. Colby and 
others will join us during the 
course of the day” in Mr. Rock- 
efeller’s office,, in the old Exe- 
cutive Office Building across 
from the White’ House. The 
meeting is scheduled for 10:30 
A-.M. to 4:30 P.M. 

No other names were giv- 
en by Mr. Rotkefeller, but it 
was believed that' the “others” 
might include Richard Helms, 
the former head of the C.I.A.i 
.Who is now the Ambassador to 
Iran; James Angieton, who re- 
signed as the head' of the agen- 
cy’s counterintelligence branch 
after allegations about \ its 
domestic activities were pub- 
riish ed r Secretary of State Kis- 
smger and Secretary of Defense 
James R. Schlesinger, 1 a former 
Cd^.mrectpr. 

•"rlieir exact status — whether 
or not they would be witnesses, 
testifying under oath — was not 
made clear, and there were in- 
. dications that it had not yet 
been decided. 

■Mr. Rockefeller gave no de- 
tails of any agenda for the first 
meeting. One matter expected 
to be 1 brought up early in the. 
session is the .question of ask- 
ing President Ford to request 
subpoena power ■ for the. .com- 
mission from Congress. 

It is expected that the closed 
meeting will be opened at its 
starti for photographs and that 
there, will be a briefing for the 
press, possibly by Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, at the day’s end.
